Raymond-Harvel Fire Department; and

WHEREAS, The Raymond-Harvel Fire Department's estimated
response time was 3 or 4 minutes and their Department also

assists neighboring communities when needed; and

WHEREAS, The Raymond-Harvel Fire Department's Chief 1is
Danny McCallum; Greg Holder is the Raymond Captain and Jim

Clayton is the Harvel Captain; and

WHEREAS, The Raymond-Harvel Fire Department is a member of

the 3M Firefighter's Association and MABAS #56; and

WHEREAS, The Raymond-Harvel Fire Department worked
quickly, efficiently, and flawlessly when responding to a house

fire that could have ended tragically; therefore, be it
